A BREATH OF FRESH AIR 
FOR PETER STONE 


While Peter Stone hasn’t given up hope of play- 
ing for Australia again, his immediate aim is to 
lift St. George out of troubled waters. 


Former Socceroo Stone is one of Saints’ latest 
recruits. Midfielder Stone joined the club last 
month — the same time as another former Soc- 
ceroo, Ernie Campbell. 


It was not so long ago that Stone was freely tip- 
ped to succeed Peter Wilson as Australia’s 
captain. In 1977 World Cup team Stone was 
mainly a creative midfielder. But he hit a real 
form slump last year and would like to forget 
about the season he had with Apia. The pro- 
blems continued this year so he asked to be 
put on the transfer list. 


Why did he join St. George? 


“A change of clubs never hurt anyone,” he 
said. “It was like a breath of fresh air moving to 
St. George. The club has a very professional 
approach. It has a tremendous setup with an 
excellent ground and training facilities. 


“I honestly can’t see why the club is down the 
bottom. The signs are there for the club to get 
out of trouble. The lack of confidence is the 
biggest problem.” 


Stone played his first match against South 
Melbourne. Saints were outplayed and lost 
3-0. “| had more of a balanced role in midfield in 
that game,” Stone said. 


In the next match against West Adelaide, Stone 
considers the side was a trifle unlucky to lose 
1-0. “I was pushed forward to play more of an 
attacking role,” he said. ‘| hope that will be my 
job in the future. “Stone felt that Saints looked 
far more confident in that match and it could be 
close to revival time. 


As far as breaking back into the national squad, 
Stone said: “It’s going to be very tough. There 
is still time to impress before our World Cup 
qualifying campaign starts’? Everybody has a 
goal in football and at 25, Stone hasn’t given up 
hope of wearing the green and gold colors 
again. 


But he admits he will cetainly have to string 
together many consistent performances if Rudi 
Gutendorf is to recall him. 


The Enfield Primary School teacher feels he is 
doing more running and has regained con- 
fidence in his tackling since he joined St.
